Facing the Berkeley Problem 


Gov.-elect Reagan's comment last week 
on the current dissension at the Universit 
of California Berkeley campys. that the 
striking sttidents should “accept and obey 
the prescribed rules or get out," no doubt 
typifies the feelings of a great majority of 
Californians. 

That mood is understandable, in view of 
all that has been happening. 


This state's citizens—and taxpayers— 
quite oabviously are fed up with the 
maneuverings of a relatively small group 
of students and non-studenits who have re- 
peatediy sought to abuse the traditional 
hospitality to diverse ideas that a universi- 
ty extends, very often for purposes that 
have nothing to do either with intellectual 
freedom or with enlarging the area of 
creative student participation in campus 
affairs. 

The crisis of public confidence that has 
come to exist in regard to the university is 
substantial, and it is dangerous. The dan- 
per stems primarily from the popular ten- 
dency to reduce what has been going on at 
Berkeley to the most simplified issues. 
This tendency, and the potential political 
results it could lead to, seems in its own 
way as great a threat to the values of the 
university as the deeds and aims of the ra- 
dical activists. 


The problem at Berkeley, it must be 
made clear, cannot be resolved or eliminat- 
ed by police action, by wholesale expul- 
| sions, or by a "crackdown" policy aimed at 

severely infringing freedom of activity and 
advocacy on campus. 


Students—and non-students—can and 
should be held accountable for any willful 
violations of campus and civil regulations. 
But the public must also Keep in mind that 
dissent and protest per se are not necessa- 
riy Tefal, on campus or off. For students, 


_ 








as well as anyone else, the rights of free 
speech and assembly continue to apply. 


So long as the exercise of these rights is 
not carried to the point of disorder, they 
must prevail. 


In this context "prescribed rules" are 
subject to orderly challenge. Yet this right, 
like al! others, carries obligations. In the 
present situation at the university this 
means that the protesting minority has no 
right to attempt to interfere with the acti- 
vities of other students, Nor does the min- 
ority have any right fo move beyond sanc- 
tioned protest mto the area of attempting 
to coerce the university into bowing to out- 
rageous demands, under threat of an- 
archy. 


That legitimate rights have been abused 
and perverted by some activists at the 


university is beyond question. These per- |___ 
sons, students and non-students, are inter- ! 
ested mainly in disruption for its own sake, | 


in nihilism as a way of life. What harm this 
may do to the university concerns them 
not in the least. To them, anarchy is equat- 
ed with progress and success. 


It is the obligation of university officials 
to deal sternly with this particular ele- 
ment, who count anything they do as a 
right while at the same time trampling 
readily on the rights of others. It cannot be 
emphasized too strongly that the campus, 
while always a forum for honest opinion, is 
not a playground for retrograde adoles- 
cents who seek to practice the game of re- 
yolution. 


Berkeley's Chancellor Roger W. Heyns 
has thus far dealt properly with events and 
he deserves the full support of the Board 
of Regents, which meets in emergency ses- 
sion today. That meeting should be open to 
the public, for the matters it will deal with 
are vitally in the public interest, @.===+

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1953, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt for 
the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
Socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 





A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 
150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which time 
the W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. Approx- 
imately 500 delegates from throughout the United States attended 
this convention. The aims of this organization, as set forth in 
the preamble to the constitution, are: "It is our belief that this 
nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples 
of the world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly 
through the united efforts of all democratic elements in our 
country, composed essentially of the working people allied in the 
unity of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further fully 
recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy comes 
from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with the most 
reactionary sections of the economic power structure, using the 
tool of anti-Communism to divide and destroy the unified struggle 
of the working people." 


Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a con- 
ference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers was 
elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the DCA. 
Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on the NEC has 
varied; however, Seconding to a third source as of May, 1966, 
thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were members of the Ce 
in the San Francisco Bay area. 


As of July, 1966, the headauarters of the BCA was 
located at 180 North Wacher Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

job of governing California. tn, % 

Victory over a two-term Democrat in his first 
try for public office is drawing wide attention 
to the former sportscaster, movie actor and fele- 
vision personality. 
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What ts Mr. Reagan's political background? 
Where does he stand on the big problems and 
issues, locally and naticnally? | 

Will he be a front runner for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1968? 

Here is the full story of Ronald Reagan, who 
now is aPpecnng in a new role. 





In the pre-presidential year of 1967, a rising political star 
takes over in California~now the most populous State in the 
nation, with perhaps the most- diverse array of social and eco- 
nomic ‘problems. 

The new Republican CovenorcieuRinale Reagan—-de- 
feated the heretofore unbeatable Edmund G. (“Pat”} Brown 
in the last election by nearly a million votes, swecping out of 
office a “liberal” Democratic regime that had dominated the 
Golden State for eight years. 

In a State where registered Democrats outnumber Repub- 
licans 5 to 3, politicians observed that Mr. Reagan's miJlon- 
vote majority reflects the ballots of Democrats who wanted 
a change of pelicy and management in State government. 

A legacy of woes. The new Governor, however, in- 
herits furmidable problems from the departing Brown regime:

ranging from race riots to student demonstrations to “kooky” 
cults and “beatnik” orgies. 

_ Tf Mr. Reagan, as Governor, can make any progress in find- 
ing practical solutions for these problems in the next two 
years, then—automatically—he becomes a figure to be reck- 
oned with in considerations affecting the U.S. Presidency. 

Yet the general public—outside of California—knows little 
about Mr. Reagan, except that he used to be an actor in mé- 
tion pictures, and that he made what many persons regard as 
the best television speech of the 1964 presidential camipaiey 
for Barry Goldwater. f 

Thus there is great curiosity: Who is Ronald Reagan? 

What has he done? What does he stand for? And what is he 
trying to accomplish? 

Mr. Reagan’s “success story” is in the Spically American 
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“poor boy makes good” tradition. Ronald Reagan was born 
on Feb. 6, 1911, at Tampico, I}. He lived the first half of 
his life in the Middle West, in Ulinois and Iowa. His father— 
John Edward Reagan—was a shoe salesman. His father’s an- 
eestors came from County Cork in Ireland. His mother, Nel- 
-- lie Wilson Reagan, was of Scottish and English descent; 
from her he received his middle name, Wilson. 

Going to high school at Dixon, Ill,, Ronald played football 
and basketball and worked during the summer as a lifeguard 
‘at a resort near Dixon. 

With the aid of a scholarship that paid half his tuition, he 
worked his way through Eureka College, a small school at 
Eureka, IIl., about 26 miles from Peoria. He waited on table 
at a fraternity house, coached the swimming team, and was 

elected president of the student body. Majoring in economics 
and sociology, he got an A.B. degree in 1932, and won three 
varsity letters—in football, track, and swimming. 
After graduating from college, he worked as a sports an- 
nouncer for five years for a radio station in Des Moines, Jowa, 
covering Big Ten football and major-league baseball. 
Warner Brothers sigued him to a motion-picture contract in 
1937, During his film career, he appeared in 50 full-length 
pictures, including “King’s Rew,” “The Voice of the Turtle,” 
“Dark Victory,” “Brother Rat,” and “The Girl From Jones 
Beach.” Ronald Reagan usually played the “good guy” in the 
movies. More recently, he was host on a TV series called 
“Death Valley Days.” 
_ Before World War JJ, Mr. Reagan was a second lieutenant 

in the Cavalry Reserve. On the outbreak of war, he was 
called to active duty and assigned to the U.S. Army Air 
Corps. He served from April 14, 1942, to Dec. 9, 1945, rising 
to the rank of captain. 

Early foe of Reds, After the war, Mr. Reagan was elect- 
ed president of the Screen Actors Guild, and served six one- 
year terms at various times. He succeeded his friend George 
Murphy, who is now a Republican Senator from California, 
as head of the Actors Union. Mr. Reagan used his influence 
to help prevent a take-over of the motion-picture industry by 
Communist-dominated unions. In a guest newspaper column, 
he wrote on July 24, 1947: 


“We are violently opposed to indiscriminate Red- baiting, 
but believe that every union in our country must awaken to - 


the menace of Communist Party members, who are seeking 
to destroy our trade unions by boring from within.” 

In 1949 he was elected president of the Motion Picture In- 
dustry Council, representing 35,000 members of nine major 
acting, labor and management groups. 

During the Jate 1950s and early 1960s, for eight years, he 
was associated with Genera! Electric Company as a public- 
affairs official, doing advertising and promotion and making 
speeches on the free-enterprise system to plant workers and 
civic groups around the country. 


In 1940, early in his Hollywood career, Mr. Reagan mar- | 


‘ried Jane Wyman, an actress. They were divorced in 1948. 
He was married again in 1952 to Nancy Davis, whose father, 
Dr. Loyal Davis, is a neurosurgeon in Chicago. 

The Reagans have a modern house in the $100,000 price 
range on the Pacific Palisades northwest of Los Angeles, over- 
looking the ocean. A 300-acre ranch, where he used to raise 


thoroughbred horses, recently was sold to Twentieth Century-’ 


Fox, which owned adjoining property. 

The Governor-elect has four children—two by his first wife, 
two by his second. The older children are Mrs. David Sills, 
95, housewife, who lives at Anaheim, Calif., and Michael! E. 
Reagan, 21, a dispatcher for a Los Angeles trucking firm. The 
younger two are Ronald, Jr., 9, in school at Pacific Palisades, 
and Patricia, 13, who is in the Orme School in Mayer, Ariz.

Personality and outlook. What is Ronald Reagan like 
as an individual? He stands 6 feet 1 inch tall, weighs 185 
pounds, has blue eyes and brown hair, and is somewhat near- 
sighted. He does not smoke, but takes a social drink—a vodka 
martini. 

An aide says he reads newspapers, periodicals, “ev- 
erything he can get his hands on, but he likes political-sci- 
ence stuff—not fiction.” He pays attention to editorials aud 
magazine articles. His favorite comic strip is “Peanuts.” 


“The Washington Post” described Mr. Reagan in a news- 


‘story on November 13 as a “pleasant” and “sincere” man. 
_ “The New York Times” observed on June 9: “He is credited 
with an alert and precise mind for detail in State programs 
and budgets.” af ; 

A close associate said: “He doesn’t make snap judgments. 
He thinks a while before making up his mind.” A veteran 
political operator in the State Capitol at Sacramento called 
Mr. Reagan “a sincere, dedicated crusader” but “not a vin- 
dictive person”"—a man who “is good at building on things 

people can agree on, rather than disagree.” 
- A California newspaper editor commented: “I am im- 
pressed with him. He has a good perception of problems and 
issues. He recognized the need for having good advice, and 
that is one mark of a good executive. He is still fairly thin- 
' skinned, sensitive to public opinion and the press. But F be- 
lieve he is an honest and highly principled man. As to his 
executive ability, I just dowt know. We will have to wait 
and see.” — 3 






From his experience as an actor and a public-affairs spokes-" 
man for General Electric, Mr. Reagan acquired stage pres- 
ence and an effective speaking capacity on television and oa 
the political stump. 

Entering the Governor’s office at the age of 55, Ronald 


Reagan is: 


e Four years younger than Governor George Romney of 
Michigan. 

® Three years younger than President Johnson. 

e The same age as Vice President Hubert Humphrey. 

* Two years older than former Vice President Richard 
Nixon. | 

e Fourteen years older than Senator Robert F. Kennedy. 

Political evolution, During his adult life, Mr. Reagan 
has experienced an evolution in his political thinking, and a 
disillusionment with panaceas offered by doctrinaire “lib- 
erals” for dealing with practical problems of the American 
society and the national econemy. 

Originally a “New Deal” Democrat, Mr, Reagan voted 
for President Truman in 1948, and supported former Repre- 
sentative Helen Gahagan Douglas in her unsuccessful bid 
for the U.S. Senate in 1950 against Richard Nixon. 

In 1952, Mr. Reagan becaine a “Democrat for Eisenhow- 
er.” He campaigned for Mr. Nixon for President in 1960, and 
for Governor of California in 1962, He changed his registra- 
tion from Democratic to Republican in 1962. In the I9G4 
campaign, he worked for George Murphy for Senator and 
Barry Goldwater for President. In a dramatic nationwide 
TV breadcast on Oct. 27, 1964, Mr. Reagan said: 

“TI have spent most of my life as a Democrat. I recently 
have seen fit to follow another course. I believe that the is- 
sues confronting us cross party lines... . 1 have an uncom- 
fortable feeling that this prosperity isn’t something upon 
which we can base our hopes for the future. 

“No nation in history has ever survived a tax burden that 
reached a third of its national incame., 

“Today, 37 cents out of every dollar earned in this country 
is the tax collector's share, and yet our Goveruront continues 
to spend 17 million dollars a day more than i'.c Covernment 
takes in. 

“We haven't balanced our budget in 28 out of the last 34 
years. We have raised our debt limit three times in the Jast 
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12, months, and our national debt is 14 times bigger than all 
the combined debts of all the nations of the world. . 

That speech led, more or less directly, to his Sonmaetion 
and election as Governor of California. And, in the meantime, 
Government spending, debt, and taxes have continued to 
increase. 


Politics: Facts and Figures 


In the 1966 election, 6,605,866 out of about 8 million 
registered voters went to the polls in California. That is more 
’ than the 6,159,578 who cast ballots in the New York gu- 
bernatorial election, where there was a record turnout for a 
nonpresidential year. 

In a State where Democrats outnumber Republicans in 
voter registrations by 4,720,000 to 3,350,000, Mr. Reagan 
won by a margin of 993,739 votes. The final count showed:

Political experts figure that Mr. Reagan got 25 to 30 per 
cent of the Democratic vote in piling up his big majority. 
The number of Democrats switching their votes to the Re- 
publican ticket was roughly comparable to the 994,821 Dem- 
ocrats who preferred Mayor Samuel W. Yorty of Los Angeles 
in the June 7 Democratic primary against Governor Brown. 

For a comparison of four gubernatorial races: 

Mr. Reagan got nearly 57 per cent of the total vote of 6.6 
million in winning the Governorship of California. Governor 
George Romney got almost 61 per cent out of a total vote of 
2.5 million in winning a third term in Michigan. Governor 
Nelson A. Rockefeller was re-elected to 2 third term in New 
York by less than 44 per cent of a total vote of 6.2 million. 
Governor James A. Rhodes was re-elected to a second term 
in Ohio by 63 per cent out of 2.9 million ballots cast. 

In 1958, Mr. Brown had won the Governorship by a mar- 
gin of 1,029,165 votes over former Senator William F, Know- 
land, then Republican Leader of the U.S. Senate during the 
Eisenhower Administration. In 1962, Mr. Brown was re- 
elected by a 296,758-vote plurality over Mr. Nixon. 

‘The Lieutenant Governor, In the recent election, Mr. 
Reagan's running mate~Robert H. Finch—won the Lieutenant 
Governorship by more than 1.2 million votes. Mr. Finch, 41, 
is a Los Angeles lawyer who served as Mr. Nixon’s national 
campaign manager in the 1960 presidential election and 
handled George Murphy's campaign for the U.S. Senate in 
California in 1964. 

In California, the Lieutenant Governor has more statutory 


authority than most other deputies in State governments. He © 


presides over the State senate, serves on the three-man com- 
mission that regulates the rich California oil tidelands, and 
also is a member of the board of regents for the University 
of California. 

“Bob Finch will be an integral part of our government,” 
Mr. Reagan announced. “As Lieutenant Governor, he already 
sits on many boards and commissions. In addition, I intend 
also that he shall be a part of my advisory circle. He will 
head up numerous task forces. As acting Governor when I 
am out of the State, he will have the authority and knowl- 
edge to be able to act in any time of emergency.” 

The Reagan-Finch victory helped Republicans win three 
more congressional seats in California; carry the State offices 
of comptroller, treasurer, and secretary of state; and reduce 
Democratic majorities in the State legislature by gaining sev- 
en Republican seats in the General Assembly and six in the 
State senate. The division in the legislature now stands: 

Senate: 21 Democrats, 19 Republicans 
Assembly: 42 Democrats, 38 Republicans 
_ The State of California is under federal-court orders to re- 
apportion congressional districts before the 1968 election. 
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This will have to be carried out by the State legislature in 
co-operation with the Governor's office. “We should have 
more bargainine power than before,” Mr. Finch observed. 

Democrats “wrecked’‘’? “The New York Times’ report- 
ed that the 1966 election “left the State's Democratic Party a 
wreck.” In a news story from Los Angeles, “The Washington 
Post” said that Mr. Reagan “had become overnight a nation- 
al political figure to be reckoned with.” 

The Govermor-elect said Republicans won across the coun- 


try inthe 1966 election because “the people want a pause” 


from Government spending and social-welfare programs of 
the “Great Society.” 

“E think this is probably the biggest so-called backlash 
weve had in this country,” Mr. Reagan observed. 

The significance of the California election is further il- 
luminated by these considerations: 

@ The State central committee of the Democratic Party 
opposed repeal of California’s “open housing” law, known as 
the Rumford Act. The Republican Party came out in favor of 
repeal or revision. The law was disapproved by voters by an 
overwhelming margin on a ballot proposition in 1964, but the 
proposition was declared invalid by the State supreme court. 
Mr. Reagan pledged that Republicans would try to revise the ; 


open housing” law in the State legislature. 


® The Democratic committee adopted a sitoan de- 
nouncing “extremists of either the left or right, from the 
Communist Party to the John Birch Society.” The Republi- 
cans refused to make an issue of the John Birch Society. 

e During the campaign, opponents tried at various times 
to portray Ronald Reagan as a “captive of the ultraright,” 
an actor without administrative ability, and the glossy prod- 
uct of a slick public-relations campaign. None of these allega- 
tions, however, had any visible effect on the voters. 

“The last election was a real gain for genuine conserva- _ 
tism,” Mr. Finch observed. “These scare slogans don’t mean 
much in our State any more. People today are concerned 
about problems— not slogans.” — 


" Conservative” ‘liberal’? 


Is Ronald Reagan a “conservative,” @ “liberal,” or what? 
“I don't believe in labels,” he says. “They're what keep us 
separated.” 

In an interview with “The San Diego Union,” the Gover- 
nor explained: “The ‘liberal’ has been beating us down 
through the years, arguing on only one basis. He says to us: 
‘If you oppose what I propose, you are against humanitarian 
goals.” It's just that we think they’ve been following the 
wrong way to achieve this. We will prove right here, through 
more voluntary effort, that we've got a better way to arrive 
at the goals.” 

Outlook for 1968. Will Ronald Reagan seek the 1968 
Republican presidential nomination? Will he serve as a rally- 
ing point for “conservatives” of the West and South, against 
Easter “liberals” in the party? 

This much seems certain: Mr. Reagan will be a “favorite 
son candidate for purposes of controlling the 86-member 
California delegation to the next Republican National Con- 
vention—second only to New York’s bloc of 92 delegates. 


‘Also, he will use his status as Covernor to prevent a party- 


splitting primary fight between presidential candidates like 
the 1964 Goldwater-Rockefeller contest. 

Beyond that, Mr. Reagan hopes to influence national party 
policy—in favor of “unity,” if possible. It is not inconceivable 
that he could wind up as a “compromise” choice for Presi- 
dent in 1968, or as the second man on a “harmony” ticket. 

“The Republican Party still does not have unity,” Mr. Rea- 
gan has observed. “There are factions in the East which stil!

Now, 
if we do adhere, we are the missionaries who can go into 
every State and say: “You foo!s—get together.’ ” 
Finally, Mr. Reagan pledged: “I am a team player. I am 
going to support whoever is the nominee of the party.” 


Issues: What Reagan Says 


Where does Mr. Reagan stand? He has taken specific posi- 
tions on current issues, including the Vietnam war. 

During a meeting of Republican Governors in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., Mary McGrory reported in “The Washington 
Star” of December 1] that Mr. Reagan “answered every 
question on the war with clarity,” whereas Governor Rom- 
ney “foundered deep into testy obscurity about Vietnam.” 

Miss MeGrory commented that My. Ronmey “regards cer- 
tain questions as an invasion of his privacy and his presiden- 
tial timetable.” 

Ronald Reagan has taken these positions on issues: 

: Vietnam: “Once the killing starts, once you ask young 
men to fight and die for their country, there is a moral obli- 
gation imposed on the rest of us to turn the full resources of 
the nation into winning the victory. . . . I think we should 


go in and get it over with. When you consider the size of’ 


our country, and of Vietnam, how can we talk with a straight 
face about spending 10 years on this war?” 
Bombing: “I don’t believe in halting it. As long as from 


the North—North Vietnam—the supplies and munitions are & 
t 
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going south that are being used to kill Americans, I say you 
knock them out at the place where you can get them in the 
biggest bunches. . . . It makes more sense to bomb the 
source, the docks and even the ships unloading . . . and the 
manufacturing institutions, than it does to try and catch 
them on a truck or a coolie’s back coming down a jungle 
trail... .” 

Nuclear weapons: “It would be a mistake to tell the 
enemy we would never use nuclear weapons... . I don’t be- 
lieve in a war where the other side has a kind of feeling they 
have a sanctuary, and we have none.” 

Draft: “I have questioned the whole business of th 
draft... . I have wondered why we couldn’t, with the brain 
power and know-how we have in this country, evolve a pro- 
gram of inducement to enlistment, incentives to enlist, to 
see if we could not switch to the voluntary system. ... I am 
fearful of long-time compulsory military service becoming 
what it was in years past in Europe ... where the uniform 


- becomes a matter of servitude, and not of patriotism.” 


Government: “OF all the myths . . . none is greater fic- 
tion than the wholly false premise that increasing population, 
speed of travel and communications, and urban sprawl have 
spawned a complex world that must fall back on a strong 
central Government as the only answer to all problems. The 
reverse is true, as big business has already learned. Decen- 
tralization is the only logical answer to ‘top-heavy bigness 
and complexity. ... 

“People would like a Government that lectures less, and 
listens more... . I am convinced that government at every 
level takes a little more than it gives. And the more power- _ 
ful government is, the more it takes. ... . We must compete 
at the State level with imaginative, well-organized govern- 
ment . . . that will insure that State government handles 
those problems which are best handled at the State level, 
rather than have them gravitate to Washington. . . .” 

Co-operation: “We intend to look outside government—to 
the people, to industry and business, to labor and the pro- 
fessions--for help in solving the people’s problems without 
involving government, except in a leadership capacity. After 
the Watts riots of 1965 [in Los Angeles], 2 nongovernment 
group went to work, and in less than a year and a half, pro- 
vided more than 12,000 jobs for the people of that area. 
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We expect to turn to the people of Oakland, San Francisco, 
and other trouble areas and help them initiate similar pro- 
grams wherever they are called for.” 

Business: “Business under our system has such great viril- 
ity that it has been able to withstand all the nit-picking and 
harassment with the regressive taxes all these years, and still 
stay able to do the job. But it can’t do it forever.” California 
is “losing industry at a faster rate than is normal,” and “we 
have slowed down in our ability to attract new industries,” 
owing in part to “an excessive burden, partly caused by wel- 
fare programs, dropped on the industrialist in particular. . . 
We have to sit down with industry, and figure out what 
taxes are regressive, and where there is a potential for tax 
incentive.” 

Poverty: “I think, in the last analysis, the private ett 
is the only one that can really fight a war on poverty by 
providing jobs.” ... There has been evidence of “graft and 
outright political use of funds” in the federal antipoverty 
program, along with “the moving into strange areas of advo- 
cating a basic salary whether you work or not.” ... Em- 
ployment is “a task of private enterprise,” involving 
“government co-operation,” to make sure that “every able- 
bodied man is willing to work, or train for available jobs, 
before getting relief payments.” 

Welfare: “Today, welfare is a way of life for some fami- 
lies, even unto the third and fourth generations. .. . I intend 
to revamp the entire State welfare program from top to bat- 
tom. . . . A welfare program that was designed to salvage 
people, and make them self-sustaining, has gotten off the 
track.” The new approach must be “one of providing useful 
service of some kind for those people who can perform a 
service, and at the same time evolve a program to channel 
people on welfare “back into the private sector of the econ- 
omy” through job training. 

Taxes: “I am seeking out the best tax and fiscal brains | 
can find in California to form a committee to work on a com- 
plete revision of our tax structure... . It will be necessary 
’ to find a substitute, broad-based tax for the property tax, 
- which is so high it threatens those on fixed incomes with 
the loss of their homes... .” 

Education: The State legislature passed a Jaw that “in 
the end will force many of our schoo! districts to unify with 
other school districts against the will of the people. We will 
seek to have that law repealed. ... We will seek to return 
to schoo! districts’ more control over their curriculum and 
their hiring practices.” There has been “an increase in the 
property tax at the local level to the point of confiscation. It 
is a situation that must be remedied.” Mr. Reagan expressed 
opposition to federal “control” of education; said the Admin- 
istration in Washington had not made “a good case for the 
need” for federal aid to education, but that “we can’t turn 
our back on the aid itself.” 

University: A university has “a responsibility to not only 
teach and educate, but also to build character on accepted 
ethical and moral standards.” While opposed to “political 

interference with academic freedom,” Mr. Reagan said there 
is a danger that “the people have lost confidence” in the 
management of the University of California. 

Demonstrations: “Preservation of free speech does not 
justify letting beatniks and advocates of sexual orgies, drug 
-usage and ‘filthy speech’ disrupt the academic community 
and interfere with our universities’ purpose. ... As Governor, 
I consider it my responsibility to take the lead in returning 
our universities to their. original purpose as institutions of 


.° learning and research... .” 


Crime: “There is a mad manner” in which the State of 
California has “pre-empted local communities’ authority to 
have ordinances in the area of Jaw enforcement. . . . Thus- 
the police have their hands tied in so many ways from en- 





forcing the law. . . . In recent years, court decisions have 
given to the State many regulatory powers that used to be 
held by the cities and counties.” ... The Reagan adminis- 
tration “will attempt to return to the cities and counties those 
legitimate regulatory powers stripped from them by the 
courts.” 

Civil rights: “There is a limit to how far you can go 
through the law. You cannot benefit one person by taking 
away the freedom of others. . . . I believe that the right to 
dispose of and control one’s own property is a basic human 
right, and as Governor I will fight to uphold that right.” 

Race riots: “You try to get at the ract causes back of this 
and eliminate those, but once the violence has started, once 
it takes to the streets, then I unhesitatingly say, you use 
whatever force is necessary, because we are a nation of laws, 
and there can be no justification for people taking the law 
into their own hands. . . . I repudiate prejudice, racism, and 
bigotry of any kind,” but “California must not become a hot- 
bed of race riots. California, instead, must have the kind of 
leadership that will lead the way toward racial peace and 
stability and equal rights and opportunity for all.” 

Extremism: “The entire party machinery” of the Demo-., 
cratic Party in California has been taken over by “left-wing 
radicals, . . . The California Democratic Council has taken 
positions contrary to the majority thinking of Democrats and 
Republicans—recognition of Red China and Castro, and elim- 
ination of loyalty oaths and the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities.” 

Politics: “No man working in this administration will ever 
be asked to contribute to any future political campaign I may 
be involved in. Indeed, they will, be requested to remain 
aloof from active politics. The people, who after all pay their 
salaries, have a right to expect this.” 

Morality: “The one overriding issue of this campaign is 


‘the issue of simple morality. Cheating and stealing isn’t - 


cheating and stealing if it takes place in the halls of govern- 
ment—then it’s just politics, a game played with someone 
else’s money.” 


Reagan’‘s “’No. 1 Problem” 


The problems to confront the new Governor are complex 
and formidable—perhaps more so than in any other State. 
“U.S. News & World Report” asked Mr. Reagan three 


‘questions: (1) What is your biggest problem? (2) What do 


you intend to do about it? (3) What kind of a future do you 
see for yourself, in politics or otherwise? 

The Governor responded: (1) “Balance the budget.” (2) 
“By effecting as many economies as possible in the adminis- 
tration of the State government.” (3) “I have no thoughts 
beyond solving the many problems of California—this will 
take a full four years, and my plans do not go beyond this 
period.” oe Cer ary eee 

During the campaign, Mr. Reagan said: “We have the 
costliest and biggest government of all the 50 States. 

The people have been squeezed beyond the breaking point 
with regard to taxes. ... I believe the cost of government 
can be cut.” 

A “dark” picture. Now Mr. Reagan finds the State’s f- 
nancial outlook to be “dark” and “depressing”—and feels that 
taxes may have to be raised. Mr. Reagan inherited a budget 
deficit estimated at 500 million to 700 million dollars. No 
one seems to know yet what the shortage actually will! 
amount fo in the 1967-68 budget. 

“We're going to ask for an independent andit, so that we 
will know what the situation really is,” said Lyn Nofziger, 
the Governor's press secretary. The “tax burden in Cali- 


G. fornia,” he added, “is $100 per capita higher than the natjon-

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al average, and the property- -tax rate is the highest in the 
nation.” 

A top Republican claimed that “a lot of problems have 
been swept under the rug for years. Whoever won the elec- 
tion, major reforms would have been overdue.” Another said 
the State sales tax may have to be raised from 4 per cent to 
6 per cent, with perhaps some increase in the State income 
tax. He estimated that the State income tax runs about 20 
per cent of the federal rates. 

The cost of “Medi-Cal.” Education, welfare, and high- 
ways are the largest items of expenditure in the State budg- 
et. During the Brown administration, the State adopted a 
“Medi-Cal” program under title 19 of the federal medicare 
plan, providing a broad range of free treatment for the med- 
ically needy, regardless of age. Again, no one seems to know 
what this new welfare program is going to cost, although it 
appears headed for a 32-million-dollar deficit in its first year. 

Weitare is costing around a billion dollars a year in fed- 
eral, State and local funds, with more than a million persons 
on some form of relief—one person out of every 18. 

“There is a great feeling among taxpayers in our State 
that we've gone too far in welfare programs,” said a top ad- 
viser to the Governor-elect. “People are moving into the 
State and getting on relief almost immediately. There is in- 
creasing public resistance to this.” 

California, already the most populous State, with more 
than 19 million residents, is expected to double that figure in 
the next 15 years—to nearly 40 million. Approximately 300,- 
000 newcomers move into the State every year, from other 
‘parts of the country or from abroad. Negroes are moving to 
California in large numbers—not only from the South but also 
from Northern cities such as Chicago and Detroit. The Negro 
population in the State today is estimated at about a million. 
Many are poorly equipped by education or experience to 
hold skilled jobs. 

Authorities believe that 300,000 new jobs a year must be 
created through economic growth to take care of the 
increasing population. “We need hard jobs for Negroes and 
Mexican-Americans,” an official said. “Unless we get them, 
we will have an even greater welfare burden. If the national 
economy goes down, if there is a slackoH# in war material 
going through our ports 
to Vietnam, we could 
have real racial trouble 
in California.” 

Along the East Coast, 
the trend of cities and 
towns to merge into a 
continuous populated 
strip extending from 
Boston to Washington, 
D, C.—sometimes called 
“megalopolis” — crosses 
many State lines and 
leg: jurisdictions. Cali- 
_ fornia, with its long Pa- 
cific coastline, has the 
only “intrastate mega- 
lopolis” in the nation— 
running from San Fran- 

‘cisco to San Diego.

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Many compulsory programs have been loaded onto the 
public-school system, which is supported mainly by local 
school districts out of real estate taxes. California has a high- 
er pay scale for school teachers than any othey State in the 
nation with the exception of Alaska. 

“Property taxes have gone up 200 per cent in the last 10 
years in California,” one of the Governor's top advisers said. 
“We can’t continue to pay for urban growth out of the prop- 
erty owner's hide. Local communities now are paying 60 to 
65 per cent of the costs of public education, and there is a 
taxpayers’ revolt. Two thirds of our school-bond issues were 
voted down in the last election.” 

The higher educational system, with more than half a mil- 
lion students on nine campuses of the University of Cali- 
fornia and 19 State-college campuses, has been called the 
“biggest educational complex in the world.” 

Mr. Reagan is thinking of moving the administrative head- 
quarters of the university to San Francisco and transferring 
some of the teaching facilities to the San Joaquin Valley. A 
blue-ribbon commission headed by John A. McCone, former 
Director of the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency, has been 


designated to conduct a thorough investigation of the higher 


educational system—spurred, in part, by citizen complaints 
about goings-on at the University of California in Berkeley. 

The crime picture, During the campaign, Mr. Reagan 
said: “We have 9 per cent of the population and 17 per 
cent of the crime” in the U.S. He claimed that the volume 
of crime in California equals the total crime recorded in the 
States of Michigan, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. FBI 
uniform crime reports showed 491,713 “serious” crimes were 
committed in California in 1965—far more than the 290,647 
reported by New York State. California also has the highest 
rate of crime per 100,000 inhabitants, Mr. Reagan has talked 
about setting up a police academy to train law-enforcement 


officers for local communities that do not have the resources 


to provide such training. : 

Add to all this the problems of smog, freeways, water 
supply, highway safety, traffic congestion, industrial growth, 
freight rates to the East Coast, home construction, racial dis- 
orders, student demonstrations, “kooky” cults, and “beatnik” 
revels in public places—and you begin to get a perspective 
on the challenge confronting the Governor-elect. 

Yet if Mr. Reagan and his associates can find practical 
solutions to even a portion of these problems—new ways 
to enlist private enterprise, individual initiative, and public 
co-operation—then he could chart an entirely new course in 


‘civic affairs for the rest of the country. 


In his interview with “The San Diego Union,” 
leader of the Golden State put it this way: 
“There's nobody 
quite like us, with a 
thousand different view 
points. If we can prove 
that we can take care 
of our problems here 
in California, if we can 
do this thing, we can 
say to a lot of people 
back in the tired East: 
“It works, this system of 
ours. If we can give

Gov. Ronald Reagan has out- 
lined his anti-crime measures, and 
there can be no quarrel with his 
objectives. 

Public interest is mostly cen- 
tered on three areas in the gover- 
nor’s plan —— allowing cities and 
counties to pass Jocal ordinances 
in the areas of vice and sex of- 
fenses without being “pre-empt 
by state laws; passage of tighter

The governor did not give spe- 
cific details. These will become 
available when administration bills 
are submitted to the legislature. 

The argument for local ordi- 
nances is based principally on the 
desire of some communities to 
enact stronger controls over vice 
than are in state laws, and to set 
up controls designed to meet spe- 
cific local needs. 

This is ali to the good, but the 
legislature should work carefully. 
In giving cities greater freedom, 
for example, there should be no 
loopholes allowing cities to legalize 
prostitution and gambling. 

_ Life terms for those who inflict 
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bodily harm while committing a 
crime has found legislative favor 
before—such measures were pock- 
et-vetoed by former Gov. Brown— 
and should pass the present legis- 
lature with ease. 

Gov. Reagan’s intention in the 
drive against smut is te empha- 
size dessemination of “harmful” 
material to minors. “A careful ef- 
fort is being made to avoid any 
suspicion of censorship,” he said. 

This will undoubtedly be the 
most difficult area in which to find 
legislation that will stand court 
tests. But it is in the public inter- 
est, and we wish the governor well 
in his attempt. 

Gov. Reagan also expressed his 
desire to create a crime research 
foundation. Presumably, this will 
be aimed at developing scientific 
techniques for combating crime, 
and increasing police management 
efficiency. | 

In the long run, this Jatter meas- 
ure may be the most important of 
all the governor’s measures.

Gov. Reagan has submitted 4 six-point 
program designed to strengthen "soft 
spots" in state crime laws and the crime 
prevention program. 


-The objectives are laudable, and the 
governor has addressed himself to the pop- 
ular issues, as far as crime goes, of the last 
election campaign. He is offering solutions

Control or reduction of crime, however, 
goes far beyond the popular issues, Crime 
is 2 major preblem and in his initial mes- 
sage to the Legislature on the subject the 
governor has not gone far enough.

® Creation of a California Crime Founda- 
tion, financed by both private and state 
funds, to coordinate efforts in the crime 
war, develop new techniques and conduct 
research. The Times shares with Atty. 
Gen. Lynch concern over the possibility 
that state funds diverted to such a project 
may disrupt worthwhile programs already 
underway in the law enforcement field. 


® Legislation to assure the governor op- 
portunity to name only the most qualified 
attorneys to the bench. In the absence of 
specifies as to how that would be accom- 
plished, we would suggest the objective 
might be achieved through Senate ratifica- 
tion of all judicial appointments. 


It is to be hoped that in the future the 
governor will address himself to the prob- 
lems of organized crime, plugging loop- 
holes in state gambling laws and steps ne- 
cessary to keep crooked money out of fi- 
nancial institutions and sports. 


Attention should be given also to the 
need for additional funds to beef up law en- 
forcement activities and to requiring cto- 
operation in the exchange of reports and 
information between state agencies deai- 
ing with financial institutions.

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Crime Is Bloodless--in 


the Commission’s Report

Sunday's report of the President's 

Crime Commission contains so much 
that is good and wise and construc- 
tive that one gropes uncertainly to 
‘explain just why the report as a 
whole falls short. It is a matter of 
‘tone, of emphasis, of aititude. A 
feeling will not go away that the 
commission's staff talked with too 
many saciologists, and not with 
_hearly enough cops. 


The report emerges as a textbook. 
Indeed, it is set in the double- 
column design, complete with large- 
ly useless photographs, familiar in 
every classroom. The approach is 
pedantic,. professional, antiseptic. 
The. crime that is dissected in these 
statistical pages is bloodless crime; 
ail the passion has drained out; the 
outraged victims are embalmed in 
tabulated boxes.

Nowhere in the report—or almost 
nowhere—does the commission per- 
ceive any nexus between crime and 
punishment, The very word "pun- 
ishment" seldom appears. Instead, 
the commission addresses itself chief- 
ly to crime and "penalty," as if the 
consequence of crime somehow 
‘ranked with going down twa, dou- 
bled, on a three-spade bid. 

In only one brief portion of the 
310-page report, if a fast first 
reading conveys an accurate Impres- 
sion, is there any strong suggestion 
that law-abiding people have rights 
that ought to be made secure. This is 
not even in the body of the report. It 
appears in a supplementary state- 
‘ment at the very end—and only 
seven of the 19 commissioners were 
willing to join in it. |

Taxes Studied

Complaints that Gov. Reagan got 
extensive breaks In assessments on 
his Malibu Mountains ranch prop- 
erty by Assessor Philip E. Watson 
were aired Wednesday at a politi- 
cally charged hearing. 

Bryan W, Stevens, 46, San Marino 
High School government and eco- 
nomics teacher, demanded that Wat- 
son boost assessments on 54 acres 
owned by Reagan near the Ventura 
Freeway and Mulholland Drive in 
the Woodland Hills-Calabasas area. 

Instead of $7,500, this property 
should be assessed at $87,500, Stev- 
ens insisted, because its "fair market 
value" is $350,000. (Watson's policy 
is to assess at 25% of market value.) 

Stevens maintained Reagan got a 
similar break on the $228,200 assess- 
ment placed on his 236-acre Yearling 
Row ranch nearby. 

This should have been assessed at 
saa Stevens says, alleging that 

Reagan sold it last year to Fox 
Reality Corp., a subsidiary of 20th 
Century-Fox studios, for about $2 
million. 

James M. McMichael, real estate 
broker and appraiser, testified this 
ranch has a fair market value of 
$1,750,000, 

McMichael, former president of 
the Pasadena Realty Board and vice 
president of the California Real 
Estate Assn. said he had made 
expert appraisals of 18 sales in the 
immediate vicinity of Reagan's ranch 
in evaluating the governor's hold- 
ings. 

Assessor Watson has written the 
Assessment Appeals Board, 
headed by attorney Thomas G., 
Neusom, that if it makes any change 
in the Reagan assessments, it should 
make similar ones in about 100,000

The Assessment Appeals Board 
which on Feb. 27 reassessed Gov. 
Reagan's Malibu ranch at seven 
times its original value made same 
revisions in filing final findings of 
fact Thursday but totals remained 
the same. 


Forty acres initially reassessed at 
$47,250 were cut to $39,750 but 14 
other acres were raised from $6,850 
to $14,350. The total, $54,100, was 
unchanged, 

This is far higher than the $7,500 
assessment made by Assessor Philip 
E. Watson which Bryan W. Stevens, 
man Marino High School teacher, 
protested as inadequate. 

The board's boost of a $229,200 
assessment on the 236-acre Yearling 
Row Ranch to $364,800 was un- 
changed. Reagan sold this property 
to 20th Century-Fox Studio in De- 
cember, 1966. 

Attorney George C, Hadley, who 
plans to file a Superior Court appeal 
on behalf of the studio, complained 
that the board failed to submit 
conclusions of law to supplement its 
findings of fact.

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Reagan Jeered 
at Dedication of 
Police Building 


Youthful Crowd Taunts 
Governor as San Jose 
Officers Guard Grounds

SAN JOSE—Gov. Reagan Friday 
dedicated San Jose's new police 
administration building while 200 
young demonstrators jeered, cursed 
and booed. As he left, eggs were 
thrown at him, one striking his car. 


The ceremony took place amid 
tension heightened by anonymous 
telephone tips that bombs had been 
planted in the city hall and other 
public buildings. However, none 
was found. 


The governor was subjected to 
taunts for the third time in three 
days since he launched his campaign 
for reelection. 

Friday he witnessed the unusual 
spectacle of 70 pohcemen guarding 
their own premises while the dem- 
onstrators taunted them and the
